The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1. Claims 1-4, 6-15 and 17-22 are allowed. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are allowed for the same reasons presented in the Final 

Rejection filed 26 January 2006. 

Independent claims 9, 12 and 20 were amended by the applicant to recite that 
only two modes, a first mode and a second mode of operation exist and that two sets of 
fixed filter coefficients are used depending on the mode. For the reasons set forth by 
the applicant in the current response, these claims are allowable over the cited prior art. 
See page 10, lines 11-27; page 11, lines 16-28; and page 12, line 17, through page 13, 
line 3. 
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Claims 10, 11, 13-15, 17-19, 21 and 22 depend variously on claims 9, 12 and 
20, and are allowable over the cited prior art for at least the same reasons.
